“I have been asked from all parts 
of the country to give my opinion 
about ‘the reasow#s fdr the frightful 
aeronautical accidents, tne loss of Life 
and equipment, and the treat -ent that 
has occurred during the last few days. 
This statement, therefore, is given out 
publicly by me, after mature delib- 
eration, and after a wfficient time 
has elapsed since the terrible acci- 
dents to our naval aircraft, to find% 
out something about what har -e.red. 

Result of Incompetency. 

“My opinion is as follows: 

‘These accidents are the direct re- 
sult of the incomptency, criminal 
negligence, and almost treasonable ad- 
ministration of the national defense 
by the navy and war departmeuts. In 
their attempts to®keep down the de- 
velopment .of aviation into an inde- 
pendent department, separate from 
the army and navy, and handled by 
aeronautic experts, and also to main- 
tain the existing systems, they have 
gone to the utmost length to carry 
their point. All aviation policies, 
schemes and systems are dictated by 
the non-flying officers of the army or 
navy, who know practically nothing 
about it. The lives of the airmen 
are being used merely as pawns in 
their hands. 

“The great congress of the United 
States, that makes laws for the or- 
ganization and tse of vur air, land 
and navy forces,.are treated by these 
two departments as if it were an or- 
ganization created for their benefit, to 
which evidence of any kind. whether 
true or not, can be given without re- 
straint. Officers and agents sent by 
the war and wavy departments and 
congress have nearly always given in- 
complete, misleading or false informa- 
tion of aeronautics, which either they

His statement, a scathing denun- 
ciation of the practices and systems 
obtaining in the administration of na- 
tional defense by the navy and war 
departments, was forthcoming as a 
result of the fatal accident. to. the 
dirigible Shenandoah ahd to the PN-9, 
No. 1. 

“The accidents are the direct result 
of incompetency, criminal négligence 
and almost treasonable administration 
by the war and navy departments,” he 
asserted. 

Enough To Shame Aviators. 

Colonel Mitchell's statement covers 
17 typewritten pages filled with sar- 
casm and criticism of the conduct of 
aviation. 

“As far as aviation is concerned, 
the conduct by these departments has 
been so disgusting in the last few 
years as to make any self-respecting 
person ashamed of the clothes he 
wears,” Colonel Mitchell continued: 
“Werte it not for the patriotism of 
our air officers and their hope for a 
change in conditions sooner or later 
I doubt if a real man would remain 
with the colors under existing condi- 
tions.” 

In reply to the statement by Sec- 
retary of the Navy Wilbur that the 
Hawaiian flight proves the value of 
the Atlantic and Pacific as America’s 
bulwarks against air invasion from 
a foreign power, Colonel Mitchell 
pointed out that such an invasion

be there. In fact, the whole Pacific 
fleet should have been employed there, 
instead of joy riding around the An- 
tipodes. As it was, when these slow- 
moving airplanes, going about 75 
miles an hour, were first sighted from 
the destroyers, the destroyers should 
have steamed out full speed in the 
direction the airplane was going. 
This’ would not only indicate the 
proper course to the plane, but would 
place the destroyer closer in case of 
accident. As the airplanes were only 
moving at about 75 miles an hour, a 
destrayer could have been speeded up 
to within 30 miles of that speed. 

“Why, if they expected to run short 
of fuel, as indeed they might, did they 
not make arrangements for refueling 
the airplane while it was in the air, 
by another airplane, as we have re- 
peatedly done? Why did they carry 
a crew of five, when the weight of 
two men in fuel might have carried 
the ship through? 

“What happened to this 
good-for-nothing, lumbering flying- 
boat when its brave navigators be- 
van to run short of gas over a heavy 
sea? The probability is that they 
held her up as long as they could. As 
they neared the water. caught by a 
sudden gust, she might ave. been 
thrown into a stall and spun down 
and gone straight under the waves. 
We hope that some passing f'sherman 
may haye picked them up, as our 
Lieutenant Wade was picked up in 
the North Sea. Our navy did not find 
him either. All they did was to smash 
his plane when it was turned over 
to them by the fisherman. After all. 
the Hawaiian Islands are not a vital 
area with our present methods of na- 
tional defense. 

“Then, the disaster to the Shenan- 
doah—killing’ Captain Lansdowne, 
the last of our really experienced air- 
ship captains, a splendid man, with 
his companions, following in the \:ake 
of Captain Mabry and Captain Max- 
field, our airship commanders who 
have gone before. 

“T do not know exactly what hap- 
pened to the poor Shenandoah. She 
was an experimental ship, built in this 
ecuntry. I believe she was about 50 
per cent overweight in her structure. 
She had broken away from her moor- 
ing mast--an inefficient way of hand- 
ling ships, anyway—last spring and 
her whole structure was badly 
strained. I believe that the number 
of valves in the gas bags containing 
the helium had been diminished so as 
to save helium gas, which is expensive 
in money, but which made the ship 
more dangerous to the crew. The 
Shenandoah was going west on a 
propaganda mission -for the navy de- 
partment to offset the adverse pub- 
licity caused by the failures in the 
Pacific and the Arctic. Note: Prop- 
aganda and not service is the keynote 
in these undertakings. 

His Idea of Navy’s Duty. 


“What business has the navy over 
the mountains, anyway? ‘Their mis- 
sion is out in the water, not only 
out in the water, but under the water 
—out of sight—away from land—that 
is why we have a navy. 

“No accurate meteorological ar- 
rangements are available for aircraft 
in this country. ‘The weather bureau 
is under the department of agriculture 
and primarily organized to turn out 
weather reports affecting onions, cab- 
While this is

say this after having flown across 
mountains and bucked their storms 
hundreds of times. 

“The Shenandoah, 50 per cent over- 
weight in her structure, her members 
strained last spring. possibly some of 
them disintegrated frem the action of 
the non-freezing compound in the ra- 
diators of her engines, wherever this 
liquid dropped on them, and with the 
valves in her helium gas bags reduced, 
strikes a storm. She is canght in an 
up-current of air. Due to her exces- 
sive weight, her reserve buoyancy is 
low. She is carried high up by this 
current and her gas bags begin to 
expand, due to the altitude. The crew 
valves her in an attempt to allow the 
gas to escape, but the automatic 
valves, reduced in number, do not al- 
low the gas to escape fast enough. The 
pressure of the expanding gas on the 
structure tears the ship to pieces. 
Some of her crew go to. eternity. 
Those who do not, escape by miracu- 
lously good fortune. Notice of the storm 
was received in time to avoid it. Her 
survivors are muzzled by the navy de- 
partment, pending a whitewash board. 
Are these things so or are they not? 
I am down here in Texas and have 
not all the data at hand, but I am 
sure the facts are practically as stated.

“What results? The navy depart- 
ment announces that this shows that 
America cannot be reached by hostile 
aircraft.

“What other things has the navy 
done this summer? After borrowing 
some airplanes from the army that 
were entirely inadequate to the work 
in hand, they went on the MacMillan 
trip to the Arctic.

Calls Navy Powerless. 


“What is our navy for? Presum- 
ably it is to control lines of sea com- 
munication on the high seas. What 
is it actually? It is entirely and 
completely outpointed by ireat 
Britain in the Atlantic. What can it 
do across the Pacific, as at present 
organized? ~ Nothing—nothing against 
an insular Asiatic power, whom you 
all know. 

“The navy has about one billion, 
five hundred million dollars invested 
in navy yards. The upkeep and de- 
preciation of these amounts to about 
one hundred and fifty million dollars 
a year. How many of these are use- 
less and how many of them ar. of any 
profit? Probably net many. Sup 
pose we took fifty mill'on of this and 
applied it to the development of air- 
craft and submarines under com- 
petent airmen and submarine men? 
What could we do with it? 

“Every time a battleship is built, 
the ship itself, when it is completed, 
may cost from fifty million to seventy 
million dollars. It has to be _ pro- 
tected by submarines, destroyers, 
cruisers and aircraft, the total cost of 
which is around or over one hundred 
million dollars, so that every time 
a battleship is built, the expenditure 
of one hundred million dollars is 
necessary. I believe a battleship to- 
day is a useless element in the La- 
tional defensive armament of the 
United States. Suppose we had even 
one half of the cost of.a battleship to 
use in the development of our aircraft 
and submarines. These are only a 
few of the things which must be 


brought up before the people at the 
‘coming congress. i 


Kkeep Asking More Aircraft. 

“The navy, to maintain its position; 
keeps asking for more aircraft, which 
it cannot use legally, because the legal 
defense of the land is entrusted to 
armies. In spite of the legal restric- 
tions, however, but to keep control of 
aviation and not let it get away, the 
navy department continually = gets 
more money from congress by its 
Washington lobby so as to keep the 
political support of the aircraft manu- 
facturers, and, possibly, some others 
interested in them.

Fred H. Abbott, a coworker with George 
Betts, Hugh Westberry and John D. Slater, 
barely escaped a similar fate a few days 
ago, absolutely worked down in trying to 
do things Poe this line fer the develop- 
ment 0 rae hamstrung both by lack 
of tb support and cooperation, Others 


absolutely discouraged 
lack of cooperation on the part of those 
amply able to help end who have great 
interests at stake. 

Georgia needs the wise expenditure of 
from $100,000 to $500,000 per year for the 
next five years along development and 
advertising lines. A large part of this needs 
to be spent in selling Georgia to Geor- 
gians, organizing them county by county 
along properly balanced production lines and 
getting their farms in such shape and ap- 
pearance that they will not give the lie 
to every statement about Georgia's possi- 
bilities along far and livestock lines 
when the prospecti settler comes to see 
for himself before ying. 

We must do this? whole-heartedly for 
Georgia as a whole and it must be done 
by Georgia as a whole. There is no room 
for or place for local jealousies or striving 
for local advantages. We must grow out 
of all such foolishness and pin-headedness 
as that. It ean only be done through a 
state-wide movement for the benefit of the 
state as a whole. 

Before the prospective settler can be in- 
terested in any particulaf section or county 
in Georgia he must be first sold on the 
idea that Georgia is a good state to come 
to, live in and make a living for himself 
and family in. Hence the necessity for 
working first through a state-wide, non- 
profit organization that represents all in- 
terests, all the people and all parts of 
the state, 

So far as we can learn, there has never 
been more than about one-third of Geor- 
gia's tillable area under cultivation at one 
time, and we all known that not over 5 
per cent of what is under cultivation is 
being worked in a manner to bring it up 
to full productive capacity. 

Needs ‘‘New Blood.’ 

Georgia needs at least 000,600 more 
used country acres who will pot only work 
white people on our anused or only partly 
with their own heads and hands, but work 
all the year round. It needs them te 
grow food and staple crops and carry on 
the varions phases of the livestock indus- 
Georgia is so well adapted to. 

Those 2,000,000 sr more. needed people 
can come to Georgia aud settle here to the 
mutual advantage of themselves and our- 
selves. ‘Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio, Indinaa, 
lilinois, Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska 
and many other states each have tens of 
thousands of young, energetic, farm-raised 
men and women who vaanot get a_ fvot- 
hold under high-priced land conditions in 
their home states who would fit in ad- 
mirably in Georgia. 

They know little or nothing now about 
Georgia bevause we bave made practically 
no effort to tell them about Georgia 
through truthful but efficient advertising. 
We understand that there is now in hand 
a list of several thousand prospective set- 
tlers who have made inquiries from the 
litt!e sporadic advertising that the limited 
advertising funds have made possible. Noth- 
ing can be done in following up these in- 
quiries now because of the pikers, slackers 
and dumbbells. 

Georgia has nearly 3.000.000 people. Out 
of all that*number not over a hundred per- 
sons and firms have contributed any ap- 
preciable amount of money for this general 
advertising and development work during 
the past five years. The town of Day- 
tona Beach, Fla... uot over 20,000 people, 
chipped in $135,000 the other day for ad- 
vertising ._and Hrelopment of their imme- 
diate locality. Yet Georgians wonder why 
Florida is going forward by leaps and 
bounds, 

Florida System. 

A few days ago Sanford, Fla.., 
15,000 inhabitants, put over in four dava 
a campaign raising $105:000 for advertis- 
ing and development. ‘This covered opera- 
tions in only part of the country. The 
same is true of the Daytona fund referred 
to above. Such occurrences are the simple 
answer to what is going on in Florida now. 

J. T. Hollomon in his admirable artirle 
in The Sunday Constitution of August 16 
was dead right. We have no business 
the man who -takes his money 
and goes to Florida because there is some- 
doing in that state. Rather our 
criticism should be of ourselves for allowing 
a condition of relatively nothing doing in 
Georgia. This condition of relatively nuoth- 
ing doing is going to continue in Georgia 
until our pikers. sinckers and dumbbelis 
about face and do their duty toward the 
development of the state of Georgia. 

The impressive thing about the adver- 
tising and development movements in Cali- 
fornia, Florida and other states is the 
willingness with which all classes of their 
people participate, not grudgingly, but 
giadiy, willingly and continuously. There 
is a clean-cut recognition of the duty of 
each man and each business owes to his 
state and community, and the piker, slacker 
and dumbbell is so tabulated by the busi- 
ness and social world and treated aevcord- 
ingly. 

Our Georgia folks ought to realize by this 
time that we can't get something for noth- 
ing. yet that is the attitude we have 
taken townhrd the development of Georgia 
for the last 2% vears. Such an attitude 
has gotten us- nowhere and will continue

E. Baird, super- 
intendent of the pls *, was on the 
first floor at the time. 

Fireman H. G. Wright, 28, of 147-B 
Hampton street, connected with en- 
gine house No. 11, suffered a dislo- 
cated elbow when he stumbled across 
railway tracks in the rear of the plant 
while tryi- to evade falling debris. 
He was treated at Grady hospital. 

T. D. Boatwright, president of the 
firm, said that the loss of stock alone 
will exceed $25,000, but just how 
much more than that he was unable 
to estimate. 

“We had been behind with our or- 
ders and contemplated working Sat- 
urday afternoon to catch up,’ Mr. 
Boatwright said. “I was at home 
when the fire started and the first I 
knew of it the building was a com- 
plete wreck.” ’ 

The fire spread rapidly, aided by 
the highly inflammable materials 
used in making paints and varnishes, 
and was conquered only after h-roic 
efforts by the fire department. Two 
streams of water played upon the fire 
from the sere> 7 «ation given 
T..

The demands made on the theaters by the Federation of Musi- 
cians of Atlanta were such that no business institution could 
possibly meet them, and exceeded in every way the demands 
made by the other union crafts employed in the theaters, which 
have all been settled to the satisfaction of the motion picture 
operators and International Alliance of Stage Employees. 


As a compromise the theaters have offered to let the musicians 
and orchestras return on the same basis, same salary, and same 
working conditions as when they left. The theaters have offered 
to let the international president of the Federation of Musicians 
of America, Mr. Webber, and Mr. Harold B. Franklin, director 
of theaters for the Famous Players-Lasky Corporation, of New 
York City, adjust all differences, making same retroactive on 
the theaters. 


All offers for a compromise have been refused. As a last resort, 
we asked on Friday, September 4th, for another conference with 
representatives of the Atlanta Federation of Musicians, and this 
was refused. 


Believing that this action on the part of the Federation of 
Musicians of Atlanta does not reflect the spirit of organized 
labor, we have consistently refused to employ non-union mu- 
sicians and orchestras. We ask the indulgence of the public in 
the labor controversy that we have made every effort to adjust.

Dr. M. L. Brittain, Present Head of School, Is Fourth 


President and Has Been 


Tremendous Factor In Ex- 


pansion of Institution In Past Few Years. 


In all the bright pages of the edu- 
cational progress of this nation few 
pages reveal as interesting a_ history 
as the Georgia School of Technology, 
pride of Atlanta’s educational circles 
and regarded throughout the world 
as one of the foremost institutions of 
its kind. 

Dr. M. L. Brittain, present head of 
the school, is the fourth president and 
under his leadership and guidance 
Georgia Tech, as it has become 
known around the world, bids fair to 
overshadow in accomplishments and 
lustre its glowing record of the past. 

Georgia Tech had its beginning 
way back in the late fall of 1SS82 
when a_ resolution passed in the 
Georgia legislature which authorized 
a commission of ten citizens to “con- 
sider the establishment of a technical 
school in: Georgia.” That resolution 
was fostered and pushed vigorously 
‘by Nat FE. Harris, member of the 
general assembly from Bibb county, 
later governor of the state and pres- 
ent chairman of the board of trustees 
of the school. Three years later a 
general assembly appropriated $65,- 
000 for erection of a technical school 
in the state, and Georgia Tech is the 
great, powerful, influential institution 
which had its origin right there. More 


. of this will be said later. 


It would require almost endless 
work to gather together sufficient 
data to properly give the reader an 


‘ understanding of the vital part which 


Georgia Tech has played in the lives 
of thousands of young men, many of 
whom are recognized today as leaders 


dn the world of engineering and in 


‘race or clime

life. It would be as difficult to try 
to relate what the school has been to 
Georgia and to the city of Atlanta. 
The institution's influence’ has 
reached out into homes in all sections 
of the world—for hardly a nation or

, in various other phases of college 
life, students have taken the name of 
Georgia Tech into all sections of the 
earth. The four corners of the earth 
know of Tech’s “Golden Tornado” 
football teams; its “Yellow Jacket” 
baseball teams; its famous “ ‘Ramblin 
"Reck” band; its equally famous ten- 
nis, golf. basketball, track and other 
sport teams. 

While Tech's prowess on the field 
'of athletics ig emblazoned in burning 
‘letters across the firmament of col- 
lege sports, the achievements of its sfu- 
‘dents and.its contribution to the young 
manhood of the nation are indelibly 
stamped for all time on the pages o 
the history of education. 

Throughout the vears that Tech 
has been an institution of learning in 


True, hampered almost 
g@ing down to the bone, the school 
has continued to grow by remarkable 
strides and each year has seen added 
to its rolls scores of the number of 
the preceding year. At present more 
than 3,000 students are entered in the 
various departments and classes and 
several hundred applications were 
turned down for enrollment for the 
1925-26 session. 

Georgia Tech not only serves youths 
of this state and of this nation, but 
its doors have been opened just as 
wide to the sons of other states and 
other nations. A casual perusal of 
the enrollment figures of any year 
will show that Tech is serving the na- 
tion’s young manhood, youths having 
registered in increasing numbers each 
year from practically all atates im 
the union and from many foreign 
countries.

A brief sketch of the history of the 
institution was brought out recently 
in an issue of the City Builder, While 
brief, it gives much interesting infor- 
‘mation of the school and is taken up 
from the founding of the school in 
1885 up to the present. Much of this 
was prepared by Dr. M. L. Brittain, 
|present head of the institution, at the 
‘request of the publication. . It was ar- 
|ranged more to discuss the early life 
‘of the school and its founders and 
‘leaders than for anything else, it is 
learned.

On November 24, 1882, the general 
assembly passed a resolution, intro- 
'dveed by Honorable N. E. Harris, to 
iecnsider the establishment of a tech- 
‘nical school in Georgia. A commission 
of ten was appointed to visit .the 
leading engineering institutions of the 
country, and in 1885, the law was 
passed appropriating $65,000 for the 
institution. In January, 1886, the 
first commission was appointed, con- 
sisting of Honorable N. EF.

Presidents and Trustees. 

Dr. J. S. Hopkins was the first 
president of the Georgia School of 
Technology. While at the head of 
Emory college in 1886, there was built 
under his direction the first shop for 
technical training of college men in 
this state. Naturally, he was the 
choice of the trustees for leadership 
in the new work. He served until 
his health failed in 1896.

The continuous effort to meet the con- 
ditions required by the general assem- 


bly in providing funds for new build- 
ings undermined his health, and he 
died in 1905. 

To succeed him, the trustees elect- 
ed Dr. K. G. Matheson, who was then 
professor of English at Georgia Tech. 
Dr. Matheson continued as president 
until April 1, 1922, when he resigned 
to become president of Drexel insti- 
tute in Philadelphia. 

N. P. Pratt, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the board of trus- 
tees, served as administrative execu- 
tive ad interim for four months until 
the board elected Dr. M. L. Brittain 
as president, effective August 1, 1922. 

Governor N. EK. Harris has served 
as chairman of the board of trustees 
since the school was founded. Other 
trustees besides the four already men- 
tioned on the first commission who 
have rendered service are: | :

EXECUTIVE WORK 


One of the most significant features 
of the development of the automobile 
industry is the growing importance 
attached to the human phases of the 
industry and ‘the greatly increased at- 
tention that is being paid to the train- 
ing and development of executives for 
its organizations. 

The automobile business in a few 
years has advanced from a_ position 
of comparative insignificance to one 
of the leading industries of the coun- 
try due to the vision and the organ- 
izing and directing genius of its out- 
standing leaders.

|} engineering subjects and also special 
courses in industrial history, econom- 
lies, accounting, manufacturing meth- 
|}ods, psychology and other courses re- 
\lated to industrial organizatioh and 
i'management. This four-fold training 
|—in basic engineering subjects, in in- 
'dustrial management. a practical ex- 
| perience in industrial men—has been 
{developed under the direction of ad- 
visory committees of leading execu- 
i tives of the cooperating companies to 
| insure a very thorough and ‘gic 
| preparation for executive work. 
| The results obtained from the course 
/so far have proved to be very satis- 
‘factory and for the entering class next 
fall the number of students is being 
increased.

In September, 1922, Mrs. M. T. 
Salter recalled the lines of the song 
“Should .old acquaintance be forgot 
and never brotght to mind?’ and she 
answered in her heart that they 
should not. Immediately she called 
a meeting in her own home of the 
women who long years ago worked to- 
gether at Walker Street Methodist 
church. The meeting resulted in the 
organization of a club which meets 
annually and has about 60 members. 

The 1925 meeting was held at the 
Wren’s Nest on August 27, with Mrs. 
Arthur Hale and her sisi.., Mrs. Wil- 
liamson, as joint hostesses. Thirty- 
two members and several visitors 
were present. No dues are paid but a 
free will offering is taken at each 
meeting and the offering at this time 
was taken in a most attrartive tray 
sent Mrs. Hale from Korea by one of 
our Georgia’ girls, Miss Bertha 
Tucker, who made Korea her field of 
labor for many years, but is now in 
China. 

After a short business meeting a 
very interesting feature of the pro- 
gram was answering the question, 
“Who, at the old chureh, had the 
greatest influence on your life?’ One 
after another rose quickly to her feet 
and gave the name of some person 
who had, in a particular way, been a 
help or inspiration to her. Almost 
,every person who spoke mentioned 
the name of Mrs. J. V. Lee and it 
was a source of deep regret that, on 
account of declining health, Mrs. Lee 
could not be present to hear the 
beautiful tributes paid her as friend, 
neighbor, Sunday school teacher and 
church worker. 

The membership of the club present 
on that afternoon represented 18 dif- 
ferent churches in the city and even 
reaching as far as Winter Garden, 
Fla., showing that Walker Street was 
a training school for church workers 
who have affiliated with their com- 
munity churches wherever they have 
moved as the years have come and 
gone, Six of the women present had 
been charter members of Walker 
Street and four have retained their 
membership there to the present time. 

The old church was built on Walker 
street in 1888, but some few years 
ago was torn down and the congrega- 
tion moved into the building now be- 
ing used on Whitehall street, chang- 
ing the name to “Mary Brannon Me- 
morial’”’ in honor of the mother of C. 
I. Brannon, who spent her life there. 
Her daugher, Mrs. Pinkey Brannon 
Turner, was the first bride of the 
new church and was the last person 
to be buried from the church before 
its destruction. Mr. Brannon could 
not be persent at this meeting, but 
sent a letter of greeting, enclosing a 
check for the Bennett Memorial build- 
ing in Nashville, an enterprise dear to 
the hearts of all Methodist women. 

Mrs. Arthur Hale is president and 
Mrs. W. A. Freeman is secretary and 
treasurer of this interesting organiza- 
tion. The 1926 meeting will be at 
the home of Mrs. A. M. Verner, 2500 
Peachtree road.

Lake Junaluska, N. C., is an as- 


sembly ground of the M. KE. Church, 
south, and from early June until Sep- 
tember 1 °there are various confer- 
ences and training schools in session 
there., 

On the Lighest point within the 
bounds of the church’s preperty, near 
the Missions building, stands the 
cross which was donated by the Fed- 
erated Wesley Bible classes of the 
Western North Carolina conference 
in 1921. The cross is 25 feet high 
and stands on a base of natural stones 
five feet high and js so situated tha: 
thea light from its 2Q0 electric bulbs, 
reflected in beautiful Lake Junaluska, 
can be seen from every hotel and from 
almost every home there. 

When the cross was first erected, 
it was allowed to burn only during 
the summer months, but when, after 
the close of the season, its lights were

extinguished, a petition came to the 
management from the railroad men 
who pass caily asking that the lights 
‘remain for, said they, “the cross 
spenks to us a silent message of de- 
votion to duty and is a reminder of 
loyalty and fidelity.” So, in answer 
to this request, the cross now glows 
every night sending forth its message 
to all who pass by. It no longer :s 
extinguished when the summer guests 
leave. ;

'T raining. Schools Gather 
’ Episcopalians.of South 


From July 28 through August 26, 
1925, it was a great pleasure and 
privilege for me to have been able to 
attend both thejtraining schools of the 
Protestant Episcophl church, where 
the young and adults from ten states 
were gathered. 

The province of Sewanee, consisting 
of Georgia, Texas, Missouri, Missis- 
sippi, North and South Carolina, 
Florida, Alabama, Arkansas and 
Louisiana and even a delegate came 
from West Virginia to the Y¥. P. S. 
L. meeting and at their stunt night 
gave one all alone which was most 
clever. 

In the opening of the Y. P. S. L. 
study classes Bishop Clinton SB. 
Quin, of Texas, who was director of 
the young people, asked them why it 
was that other churches had had a 
young people’s movement for the last 
fifteen years and the KEpiscopal 
church only five years: Some blamed 
it on the older heads for not showing 
them the way and some not having 
the proper program, etc. And he said 
that in his state alone during the fif- 
teen years before the Y. P. S. L. 
started he had not known of a single 
young man offering fort the ministry 
and in the past five years there had 
been thirteen candidates. He had 
wonderful inspirational meetings with 
lots of singing, too, the first hour of 
study on programs to follow during 
the year and on “what the church ex- 
pected of them” and “what they ex- 
pected of the church.” Early com- 
munion on alternating days was held 
at 7 o’clock and the other days pri- 
rate group devotions even before this 
first study hour. 

Then the second hour was given to 
the study of the Bible, prayer books, 
the teacher and church school admin- 
istration and church school service 
league administration. 

I chose the one on the prayer book 
by Bishop E. C. Seamens, of Texas, 
and 1 never knew before that we had 
such a perfectly wonderful book in 
our church, of course taken from 
our ible. He gave us the history 
of all the prayers and every form of 
worship in it. It was indeed a happy 
hour. ° 

Third Period. 

The third period, from 11:45 
11:45, out of the five courses 
Christian nurture series classes 
chose the little child of the kinder- 
garten age given by Mrs. F. H. G. 
Fry, of New Orleans, and this was a 
blessed privilege and wish that all 
little beginners in our church could 
have such a teacher with so much un- 
derstanding of the very young.

at Sewanee, gave a word of welcome, 
and Bishop William Mercer Green, 
of Mississippi, was introduced as the 
director of the adult division. The 
roll call taken of the state represent- 
ed and a most interesting evening. 

Every day at 7 o'clock the holy 
communion was administered and 
there were so many morning class 
room periods of study that they can- 
not be named here, but in the point of 
view of one the writer chose for the 
first hour “the chyrch program,” 
taught by Rev. Richatd Kirchoffer, of 
Mobile, Ala., in which there were en- 
rolled about twenty women and fire 
men, and the latter not all ministers 
either. The keynote of all our work 
carried on at the church missions 
house in New York down to the 
humblest parish in the Protestant 
Kipiscopal church of America. How 
fine it would be if we all could be en- 
lightened on this big subject for the 
growth of our church. 


The second period was given to 
Church School Service league, 
“project work” for. “arts and crafts,” 
by Miss Josephine Cockle, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., which will be a great 
help in church school weekly religious 
work during the coming year. 

Then the third period I had the 
privilege of being in the class on our 
missions in Latin-America, given by 
our wonderful Dr. John W. Wood, 
secretary of foreign missionary work 
in-:the Episcopal church of the United 
States. Latin-America will be the 
study work ia our parishes this year. 
This was a real treat to hear of our 
missions and of the people, climate, 
etc., in the twenty provintes included 
in the name Latin-America, and two 
of the lady missionaries from Porto 
Rico attending the class made talks 
on the work there.

it was “deliberately and consciously

Moore plan in detail. Moore stated 


he received a letter from the Ford 


Mofor Company's sales department on 
October 18, 1922, asking him to de- 


tail his plan, and promising to give 
Moore 


the matter careful attention. 
anid he gave the details of his plan in 
a letter dated October 25, 1922. 

The complaint says that in a letter 
dated October 31, 1922, the sales de- 
partment of the company wrote Moore 
that “we would not be interested in 
the proposition, at least not at the 
present time.” 

The complaint charges that the 
company, having obtained possession 
of the plan, “without acquiring any 
rights to it or to copy or to use it, 
thereafter unlawfully and without the 
consent or authority of plaintiff, and 


without any payment to the plaintiff 


therefore,” appropriated the plan and 
used it in its business. 

The plan was advertised through- 
out the world as “The Ford Plan” 
the “Ford Weekly Purchase Plan,” 
the complaint sets forth, and charges 
that such advertisements were “pirat- 
feal publications to the public of the 
plaintiff's plan.” 

Moore’s complaint said that when 
he learned of the Ford plan, he tele- 
graphed Edsel. Ford, the manufactu- 
rer’s son, president of the motor com- 


pany, expressing his surprise and also 


wrote a letter of protest. 
In the subsequent correspondence, 
according to the complaint. W. A. 


Ryan, sales manager for the Ford com- 


pany, wrote Moore a letter stating 
that ‘‘we are unable to locate your 
letter outlining the plan, which we un- 
derstood was returned to you without 
a copy being made.” Mr. Ryan said 
in his letter that Moore's plan was 
not discussed with him.

‘‘Darned Y oung Fool’’ Said Grizzled 
Vet to Unconcerned Prince of Wales 
As Van Paassen Ducked Bullets

One of the latest biographers and 


anecdote gatherers of the British roy- 
al f#mily pictures the Prince of Wales 
as a rather shy and timorous young- 
ster, who made frequent but vain 
trips to the war office in 1915 with 
the request to be sent to the front. 
“Of course,” says the chronicler, “the 
thing was out of the question. And 
those that assert that his royal high- 
ness made several attempts to reach 
the front line, once he did get to 
France are exaggerating. He was 
never even under shell-fire.” 


Now this all depends on what is 
understood by shell-fire. If it means 
that Wales never saw the “coal boxes 
and Jack Johnsons” fired by the heav- 
ies crash all around him, or that he 
never heard the whizzing zoom of 
machine-gun bullets whistle pretty 
close to his royal head, the eminent 
hiographer is positively wrong. Ser- 
geant Doughty of the 75th Canadians 
would never have called him a “darned 
young fool, who wants to get his block 
knocked off” if Wales had stayed in 
the safe retreat of the Bois de Bou- 


‘logne or with the war cortespondents,

when they were fighting so heroically 
in the batile of Bordeaux. 

Wales was positively under shell- 
fire and machine-gun fire on a late 
dav in June, 1917, when he was sta- 
tioned at Arleux, the place that be- 
came famous in the British army rec- 
ords because of the unheard of num- 
ber of sausage balloons that the ene- 
my airmen shot. down as regularly 
as clockwork between the hours of 
noon and 1 p. m. 

Having heen given the welcome 
news that he was slated for ten days 
leave in “Blighty” this writer arrived 
by light railway at Arleux after sev- 
erat days of weary travel, pass-exam- 
ination and other red tape. He was 
placed in charge of twenty men also 
hound for the cliffs of Dover.

Settlement of Debt Question 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


The recent Anglo-French tentative 
debt agreement following closely upon 
the more. definitive American-Fel- 
gian adjustment bas once more turned 
world sxttention tow.:d the questior 
of inter-allied debts. The double cer- 
tainty that the French are now to 
seek an American herring and that 
the recent Anglo-French adjustment 
will stand or disappear as the Franco- 
American : discussions turn out serves 
to give present and future importance 
to these negotiations themselves. 

Of course, in their discussions with 
the French the British have again 
done an immensely clever thing. 
They have ceme to a deadlock. The 
French would consent onlv to pay so 
much, the British only to take so 
much, and .the gap between was more 
than $10,000,000. Caillaux was go- 
ing home, having obviousiy made his 
last proposal. Then Churchill came 
forward with an offer which only 
bound the British to be as generous 
as the United States if the United 
States were at all generous and in- 
sured for Britain just as good terms 
as America could get. 

The British gesture was the natural 
extension of the famous Balfour note 
of three years ago. Ther the British 
said that they were prepared to ean- 
cel all that was owed them provided 
the United States would forgive all 
they were owed by Britain. It was a 
handsome gesture, but not expensive, 


they would have escaped payment on 
nearly $5,000.000,000 which they have 
since had to begin payment: on, while 
they would have forgiven some $5,000,- 
600.000 on which no one is yet pay- 
ing and for a part of which at least 
no one ever will pay. 

Had the United States agreed to 
the Balfour note principle it would 
have abandoned its . $5,000,000,000 
claim upon Britain and got absolute- 
ly nothing in return save problemat- 
ical good will. But, as we refused, we 
have had to bear the ‘responsibility 
for all unpleasant debt «affairs since. 
And specifically we have had to stand 
responsible because the British, hav- 
ing begun to pay us, have also begun 
to ask their allies for payment. More- 
over, .since we inconveniently insist 
upon being paid by Britain's debtors 
ourselves. we are doubly urpopular. 

In the London negotiations Winston 
Churchill led M. Caillaux to the ex- 
treme limit of French concession. 
Then he said, with an eye upon his 
own countrymen, “Very well. we will

What re- 
mains problematical is whether Brit- 
ain will consent to any reduction in 
French payments if Germany fails 
to come up to seratch. As the French 
share of reparations is 52 per cent, 
however, and the French payments to 
Britain and the United States wonld 
not exceed $10,000,000 annually, this 
is not a burning issue at the moment. 
for Germany, if she pays anything. 
may be expected to pay $250,000,000 
for a period of years at least.

"SOLA NEGRI was giving a 
lively imitation of a cat with 
a saucer of nice cream on 
Wednesday in her dressing 
room at Lasky’s.

Now he must have been pretty fran- 
tic to appeal to this quarter, for he 
and Ellin’s mother were hardly 
friends. About ten years ago the then 
Mrs. Mackay had walked out of his 
life and after a Paris divorce, had 
married Dr. Joseph A. Blake, a dis- 
tinguished New York surgeon. It was 
a severe blow to the multi-millionaire 
Mr. Mackay and naturally their lives 
and interests had been completely sun- 
dered ever since.

Without realizing it, Irving was mak- 
ing half the people who hummed or 
whistled or sang or played a musical 
instrument the unconscious agents of 
his love. 

Of course, no one as yet knew his 
Secret and yet the world was pleading 
his case—wooing his lady love wher- 
ever she went with his song. When 


“Whait’ll 1 Do?” ran through tits 
vogue, Miss Mackay was serenaded 
everywhere with Irving’s second song 
on the same topic, ‘‘All Alone.”’

SAL ICARS of speculation upon the 
RG question of what the inten- 
(et) tion of nature was in supply- 
a?i ing the human body with a 
vermiform appendix may 
have been ended by Dr. E. E. 
Bragg, an Atlanta physician, who has 
advanced an entirely new theory. 
Dr. Bragg, who has experimented, 
he said, for nearly twenty years be- 
Cause of an intense interest in appen- 
dicitis, believes the appendix was pro- 
vided as a sort of reservoir to equalize 
pressure in the large intestine. 
‘| believe the-appendix is meant

to serve. the same purpose as the ball . 


you always find on a pump,” said Dr. 
Bragg. “This ball above the pump 


mechanism contains air and water or 


air and oil or whatever may be pass- 
ing through the pump. It is a reser- 
voir to equalize pressure, in the pump. 
It is a shock absorber or cushion. 
“You will find in infants that the 
appendix is thuch larger than it is in 
adults, and that in aged persons it al- 
most atrophies, or vanishes altogether. 
This, 1 think, is because infants are 
taking large quantities of gas-pro- 
ducing foods and are subject to violent 
attacks Of colic. They need a latge 
appendix to relieve this condition. As 


you grow. older and the walls of the 


stomach and intestines grow harder, 
less gas is produced, and there is con- 
sequently less reason for an ap- 
pendix.” —

{* conducting his experiments, Dr. 


Bragg used an ordinar, bicycle 
pump. -Insertigg this in the small in- 
testine, shown in the drawing above 
the appendix, he tied the large intes- 
tine so that no air could escape and 
pumped air into it. The air readily 
passed from the small -tract to the 
larger. 

Reversing the process, Dr. Bragg 
inflated the large intestine. No air 
passed into the small intestine, be- 
cause of valves placed at the opening 


' into the large one. Here, he said, was 


the important phase of his experi- 
ment, for the appendix immediately 
tried to take up the surplus air in the 
tract and became distended, forming 
a small balloon of itself... This infla- 
tion, he said, was not very great, but 
was distinctly noticeable. - 

Another fact was pointed to by Dr. 
Bragg as bearing out his contention. 
Only man, certain species of apes and 
the wombat, a South American ani- 
mal.

O further credence is placed by 
physicians in the theory that 
lodgement of foreign articles in the 
appendix is the cause of appendicitis. 


As a matter of fact, very few cases of 
operable appendicitis have disclosed 
foreign articles in the appendix. 

Dr. Bragg believes appendicitis to 
be due to great inflation of the ap- 
pendix, with an accompanying irrita- 
tion of the wall. 

Treatment, the physician said, in 


‘carrying further his theory, automat- 


ically becomes a matter of diet, ex- 
cept in the case of acute cases, which 
are cured only by operation and re- 
moval. Chronic appendictis, 
he believes, can be control- 
led by removing the cause 
— gas-producing foods— 
from the diet. 

The appendix is not a 
gland of any sort, nor does 
it contain anything not 
found in other parts of the digestive 
tract, so it cannot be called a part of 
the digestive organs. 

The appendix is not always found 
in the position it occupies in the ac- 
companying drawing, but it generally 
is. It may extend upwatd, or to the 
side of the intestine, but. it never is at- 
tachéd to the intestine at any point 


the natural position 
of the appendix as 
attached to the large 
intestme, with the 
end of the small in- 
testine above. At the 
top of the drawing ‘is 
shown the method of 
mtroducing the rub- 
ber tube of a bicycle 
pump 


other than that*shown here. Further, 
it always is placed so that nothing can 
drop into it. Any article entering the 
appendix would have to be forced in 
by pressure of some Sort, and even 
then the appendix is equipped so that 
it can expel articles itself. 

The size of the appendix varies 
greatly. The average, according to 
authorities, is about three and a half 
inches, but they have been found as 
long as 9 inches. One is on record 


which was only three-quarters of. an 
inch in length. 
* * * * 

VE theories have been ad- 

vanced as to the probable pur- 
pose of this little portion of the 
digestive tract, but none of them is 
more ‘reasonable than the one ad- 
vanced by Dr. Bragg. One authority 
on anatomy produces several of these 
theories, one that it iS the degeneratéd 
remains of a receptacle used in diges- 
tion by animals wholly herbiverous, 
and that it has been replaced in man 
bv apparatus suitable for digesting 
either vegetables or meats. This same 
authority advances the theory, not as 
its own, that a more probable answer 
may be that it is a lymph organ, hav- 
ing the same functions as lymph 


nodules, and, like these, undergoing 
degeneration after middle life. 

In explaining his search for a rea- 
son for the appendix, Dr. Bragg de- 
clared he had used eight separate 
appendices and that not a one was 
found which did not react precisely 
as he had expected it to. 


“In searching for the reason for 


this organ in the human body,” the 


physician said, ‘‘researchers have 
sought to classify it with some ancient 
function which has not been retained 
in present life. They have merely 
failed to apply a simple mechanical 
solution. . To me, it is quite clear that, 
just as much as a pump needs its re- 
ceptacle for air and water for a 
cushion, so does the human digestive 
tract.need such a reservoir. It aids ip 
digestion by equalizing the pressure 
along the whole of the lower digestive 
tract, and if our diets were carefully 
enough prepared, so that the appendix 
was not called upon to take up great 
burdens, appendicitis operations would 
be rare. 


“As we now are living, most every 
one of us has had appendicitis whether 
the appendix has been removed or 
not, and there are many hundreds of 
persons undergoing operations each 
day for removal of appendicitis. Some 
ot these operations are performed un- 
necessarily, but there is no doubt that 
appendicitis is a very prevalent con- 
dition, and one which probably could 
be prevented to a very great extent.”

I’d be willing to swallow almost any 
kind of oil except castor oil if I be- 
lieved it would enable me to escape 
having an operation, not because there 
fs anything very dangerous or painful 
about an appendicitis operation, but 
simply because it confines one so and 
interferes with one’s meals. Once | 
thought the poor gink who had to un- 
dergo an operation for appendicitis 
was outa luck, but since I had one my- 
self 1 can’t sympathize much with him. 
The “ordeal,” I found, was not nearly 
so bad as it had been painted. 

Any animal or vegetable oil in large 
doses diminishes the secretion of gas- 
tric juice and slows down gastric di- 
gestion. It may therefore temporarily 
relieve distress or pain from an exces- 
sive secretion of gastric juice, and this 
accounts for many instances of appar- 
ent relief of gallstone colic or appendi- 
citis by huge doses of such oil. 

To imagine that the oil can reach 
the seat of the trouble, in either gall- 


and fortunately for the get-trained- stone disease or appendicitis, is absurd.

Let us pray, brethren, that this mis- 
guided girl will grow sick of her olive 
oil treatment before her next atiack 
Of appendicitis. | think IU rather take 
castor oil on my pancakes than the 
chance of a third attack of appendi- 
citis. One attack of that treacherous 
disease is quite enough for a coward 
like me.

We live 
in an age when science has vastly 
lengthened out the age of the world, 
and brought to us some knowledge of 
the vastness of the universe. We live 
in an age when mystery rests like a 
weight of lead on the human mind.

Revelation is impossible since there 
is no one to satisfy the human thirst 
for a knowledge of the unseen. 
Science would be impossible, since 
Science means the interpretation of 
an intelligible universe. 

“Am 1 an atom in a soulless scheme 
My body real but my soul a dream? 
Ah, yes, ah, yes, but how explain the 

birth 
Of dreams of soul upon a soulless 
earth?” 

The world with the stamp of intelli- 
rence upon it is a delusion. : 

lf there is no mind at the heart of 
the universe, then there is no good- 
ness. It there is no God who is good, 
then there is no place for religion. 
We should not pray, we should not 
worship, we should not aspire to di- 
vine fellowship. Religion would be 
as much out of place as revelation and 
science. Religion would be useless. 
It is like having eyes in a world with- 
out light and ears in a world without 
sound.

There és the practical effect of our 
conception of God. We have seen 
something of what is involved in a 
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disbelief in God. There are also the 
hurttul effects of an unworthy con- 
ception of God. There is the humor- 
ist who would worship a deified race 
in the place of God. There is the fun- 
damentalist who would inclose God in 
the narrow channels of his own literal- 
istic notions. There is the god of the 
bigot who is as cruel and relentless as 
the bigot himself. There is the god 
of the sentimentalist who is so. soft 
until he has no heart to enforce law, a 
god of grandfatherly indulgence. 
There is the god on whom men call 
only in time of distress. There is the 
god whom people worship only when 
on dress parade on Sunday, a wor-

The fact of central importance 
with each of us is our conception of 
God. We become like the God whom 
we really believe in and worship, 
There is a false anthropomorphic 
conception, ‘‘Thou didst think that | 
was altogether such a one as fhysetf.’’ 
There is the idea of God as vainglo- 
rious, ambitious for praise, whereas 
we glorify God by revealing his good- 
ness in our own character. There is 
also the pagan notion of divine jeal- 
ousy. There is the notion of rivalry 
between divine and human love. 
Yhere is the interpreting of the di- 
vine and human as totally different. 
The Pharisees wanted a species of 
miracles of celestial wonder, without 
the human element, They sought for 
a God as unlike men as possible. The 
incarnation is the eternal affirmation 
of a likeness between God and men. 
There is the hazy, vapory idea of 
God. He is a mere abstraction, a kind 
of shadowy principle instead of a per- 
son. The idea of God is a blur when 
there is no sense of responsibility.

S EVERY schoolboy knows, 
John Paul Jones was the great 


Revolution—the fearless sea 
fighter whose valiant deeds 
played an important part in gaining our 
independence. 

But even many older and more pro- 
found students of history, grave college 
professors who go grubbing around 
among original sources, are not so fa- 
miliar with what happened to him when 
the Revolution was over 4nd he went 
to Russia, becoming a favorite of Em- 
press Catherine the Great and serving 
as an admiral in -her navy. 


Even his biographers pass rather hur- 
riedly over this romantic and little 
known chapter of Captain Jones’ ca- 
reer. 
mention of his gallant fight against the 
Turks and of how, just when a bril- 
liant career seemed to be opening up 
_ for him in his adopted country, he sud- 
denly quit St. Petersburg and returned 
to Paris, where he died a few months 
later, a manifestly broken and disap- 
pointed man. 

Why did John Paul Jones leave Rus- 
sia so unexpectedly? 

What was the great sorrow which 
shadewed the last months of his life? 

Nobody could answer either of these 
questions until the other day when 
there was uncovered in Russia an an- 
cient chest which had belonged to Cath- 
erine the Great. In this chest was a 
diary of the empress, written in her own 
hand and covering the months imme- 
diately preceding and following Jones’ 
departure from Russia. 

This diary makes it plain that the 
love affair between him and the em- 
press was a more ardent one than any- 
body ever suspected. Also it reveals 
‘for the first time how this romantic 
attachment was abruptly ended through 
a cusious misunderstanding on John 
Paul Joaes’ part and why he felt

They make only the briefest - 


compelled to flee so hurriedly back to 
Paris. 


It is hard to imagine the stalwart 
hero of so many naval battles fleeing 
in positive terror. frém an empress 
whom he loved and who, as we now 
know from her own words, was deep- 
ly devoted to him. But this, according 
to the revelations of Catherine’s recent- 
ly discovered diary, is exactly what 
John Paul Jones did. 

After the close of the Revolution 
John Paul Jones went to live in Europe. 
His fame as a sea fighter-had gone be- 
fore him and he was welcomed and 
royally entertained at various courts. 
King Louis XVI of France presented 
him with a jeweled sword, made him 
a chevalier and covered him with dec- 
orations. 

He pushed on to Russia and there he 
found immediate favor in the eyes of 
Catherine the Great, whose love affairs 
were already widely talked about. Cath- 
erine developed the warmest of affec- 
tions for the American hero. She com- 
missioned him rear admiral and placed 
him in command of her fleet in the 
Black Sea, 

He fought with the gallantry for 
which he was famous and refused to 
accept anything shert of glorious vic- 
tory. But the-Russian officers under 
him were jealous and plotted to dis- 
credit him. They succeeded finally in 
having him recalled to St. Petersburg. 

John Paul Jones found the empress 
tenderly sympathetic. He was assured 
by her that she would punish her naval 
officers for the insults and abuses they 
had heaped upon him. 

In the warmth of her solicitude for 
him, the empress arranged for his stay 


in St. Petersburg to be very pleasant. 


Not only was he to occupy a veritable 
palace near her own, but plans were 
made for him to come often to the 
royal suite, both openly for official con- 
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understanding of art. 
gave just one look at the picture and 
quaked with terror. 

The picture Catherine sent was ‘‘The 
Flaying of Marsyas’ and the admiral 
did not like its sinister look. He liked 
it still less when he looked up its myth- 
ological significance. 

Marsyas, he found, was a Phrygian 
god, who once invented a flute which 
appealed to the Muses ‘more greatly 
even than did the playing of Apollo on 
his lyre. This had infuriated Apollo so 
much that he caught Marsyas, bound 
him to a tree by his goat-feet, and be- 
gan to flay him with his knife. King 
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“The Flaying of Marsyas,”” the painting by Nicholas Poussin which Catherine th 
which he mistook for a ghastly hint that he had fallen imto di: 


ferences and ‘secretly for interviews of 
a more intimate nature. 

No sooner had John Paul Jones re- 
tired from the presence chamber of his 
royal mistress than she thought of an 
additional favor to show him. He 
should have a gréat gift from her to 
soothe his injured feelings. She selected 
what she thought was the choicest of 
her collection of paintings and dis- 
patched it to him at once with the 


tenderest of messages. 


OW it happened that Catherine the 
Great and her American favorite 
Gid not have ‘the same appreciation and 


Medas acted as judge and sanctioned 
the avenging torture. 

Poussin, the painter of the picture 
the empress had chosen for her ill- 
timed: gift to her disgruntled: admiral, 
had depicted with consummate skill the 
suffering of Marsyas and the cruel de- 
light of the Muses over the torture of 
their late favorite. 

‘As the admiral let the events of the 
last year pass in kaleidescopic review 
through his mind, he began to put a 
personal interpretation on the symbol- 
ism of the picture. There was Marsyas

Admiral John Paul Jones had to con- 
fess that physically he was no Apollo. 
His scant five ‘feet seven. inches of 
height were padded generously with his 
knotted muscles and his shoulders were 
decidedly rounding.

Undoubtedly the greatest triumph of 
John Paul Jones’ career was the vic- 
tory he won while commanding the 
“Bonhomme Richard,” over King 
George’s powerful. man-of-war 
‘“‘Serapis.”’ : 

Naval historians regard this as the 
most desperate and bloody battle ever 
fought between single ships. It was 
fought within sight of the English’ 
coast, and the opposing ships were so 
close together that the muzzles of their 
batteries almost reached into each oth- 
er’s portholes. | 

Jones’ real name was not Jones at all 
but John Paul. He added the surname 
lones for some unknown reason after 
he left his native Scotland and went to 
Virginia to live. He had an older 
brother who was a planter there, but 
young John Paul preferred to follow 
the sea. 

When the revolution broke out 
Jones promptly offered his skill and ex- 
perience as a sailor to the Colonies.

i vestige up in the hills of north 

Georgia, nestling at the foot of the 
Blue Ridge, stands a sturdy old brick 
house, substantial and serviceable, they 
say, despite its great age.

Berrien was graduated from Prince- 
ton at fifteen years of age. Benning 
was elected solicitor genera! of the 
Chattahoochee circuit at twenty-four 
.and elected-a justice of the supreme 
court of Georgia at thirty-nine, and 
possibly was the youngest lawyer who 
ever sat upon that bench. 

At twenty-three, Emory Speer was 
appointed by Governor James Milton 
Smith solicitor general of the old west- 
ern circuit. Speer was, perhaps, Geor- 
gia’s youngest solicitor general. 

John A. Campbell, who was born in 
Washington, Wilkes county, Georgia, 
entered the University of Georgia at 
the age of eleven years, and was gradu- 
ated with first honors of his class at 
fifteen. He was practicing law in Mo- 
bile, Alabama, at the time he was ap- 
pointed by Fillmore an associate justice 
of the supreme court of the United 
States, and resigned in 1861 when 
Alabama seceded, being the only 
judge who was swept away from that 
bench by the tide of secession.
